
Local playgrounds 
deemed unsafe

Inspections of local playgrounds have revealed that not all of 
them are safe for children. 

Wes Yeoman, town engineer says he was surprised to find out 
how the local playgrounds fared in a provincial program carried out 
by a public health inspector to ensure the utmost safety for the 
children using such facilities. 

"Anything that was deemed to be an immediate hazard was 
removed right away," he says. 

Yeoman explains that the majority of the problems revolved 
around the age of the playgrounds, and the equipment itself. 

Most apparent to the inspector and Yeoman were problems with 
old swings whose fasteners were loose, or rusting to the point of not 
being sturdy A number of those swings were replaced immediately. 

"The next step will be to add more sand and chips so that the 
ground is softer," says Yeoman. The inspector apparently felt that 
most of the six town owned playgrounds were hazardous if children 
were to fall off of the equipment. 

Another problem that arose out of the inspection was simply a 
matter of design. 

"Some of the older apparatus just wasn't designed to current 
standards," he says. 

For instance, the old heavy wooden swings that could hurt a child 
if he or she fell off and was hit by the swing seat, are now being 
replaced by recycled rubber belt types. 

The town has invested about $800 just in swing seat replace¬ 
ments, and repairs. 

Although the town crews were able to immediately fix some of the 
needed repairs, Yeoman has created a prioritized list that the town 
will work on for the next two or three years. 

The cost of bringing all equipment and playgrounds up to stand¬ 
ard will cost about another $1000 according to Yeoman. 

In the meantime, Yeoman says there is not need for alarm, 
anything that was truly and immediately dangerous has been 
remedied. 

He adds that even if the playgrounds were in perfect condition, 
children should be supervised at all times while playing on play¬ 
ground equipment. 


Town adopts a ‘good news’ budget for 1998 


Commercial mill rate down by two, residential mill rate remains static

The good news in the budget is 
that the mill rate has gone down, 
the bad news is that it doesn't 
necessarily mean that your tax 
bill will see the decrease. 

Council said at their meeting 
that they had made it a priority 
over their term to lower the com¬ 
mercial mill rate, and keep the 
residential mill rate stable. This 


year they have accomplished that 
goal by lowering the commercial 
mill rate by two and keeping resi¬ 
dential exactly the same as last 
year. (See chart below for the 
calculations) 

However, Sandra King, direc¬ 
tor of corporate services for the 
town says that the assessed prop¬ 
erty values in town are increasing 
due to the fair market value regu¬ 


lation handed down by the prov¬ 
ince. 

Although the mill rate for the 
town commercial properties de¬ 
creased by two mills, the school 
requisition portion of the com¬ 
bined mill rate, went up one mill. 

Coun. Vance van Dam said at 
the budget meeting, "It's a good 
thing we lowered the mill rate or 
it would be going up in town.” 


Still she adds, "We are very 
pleased to present the budget this 
year because the town believes 
they have addressed a number of 
the major concerns expressed resi - 
dents, particularly in the areas of 
capital upgrading and fiscal re¬ 
straint in the areas of salaries and 
benefits." 

Some of the major areas of 
cutback were within the town of¬ 


fice walls themselves. Benefits 
were restrained, and an attrition 
policy requires that any position 
left vacant needs to be reconsid¬ 
ered for at least six months before 
it is refilled permanently. When 
the director of community serv¬ 
ices left, the responsibilities were 
distributed to other areas of the 
town, and that has opened up 
some additional dollars.

After months with only an act¬ 
ing superintendent at Chinook's 
Edge school board, the search is 
drawing near to a close. 

The consultant, Gordon Welch 
who has been hired for the job 
says, "The plan would be to have a 
new superintendent in August 
sometime, so that the person could 
be a helm at the start of the school 
year."

Welch says there have been 
about 25 applications, of which 
some are from personnel within 
the region.

Travellers strike close to home ' 

Three Hills RCMP are investigating in- 
cidents involving seniors and shoddy/ 
fraudulent home repair. In one incident a 
93 year old woman paid $3,000 for the replacement of 
eavestrough though no repairs were required and none were 
made. Another incident saw a 78 year old man pay $3,500 to 
have his roof sealed after he was convinced water sprayed on a 
wall was from a leaky roof. The roof was ’sealed’ with what 
appears to be thin gray paint. It is believed these incidents are 
associated to a group known to the police as travellers’ who 
have been documented in similar scams in Alberta and who 
were subject of the American news program 20/20 some years 
ago. 

The perpetrators of these scams are believed to be still 
operating in the area. Two vehicle descriptions have been 
provided by the victims. A newer red Ford F250 pickup bearing 
BC licence plates and rack with several ladders on it. Also a 
newer blue pickup with BC plates, make unknown, with a rack, 
ladders and also a tank in the back used to spray the sealer.’ 
Police are asking seniors to be cautious of home repair people, 
who do not appear to be local. Ask for references and discuss the 
repairs with a friend or relative before allowing work to 
commence. If you are suspicious of someone, please call the 
police. 

Sundre man dies in accident 

On May 2 the RCMP from Sundre responded to a single 
motor vehicle accident that had occurred on a gravel road 
northeast of Sundre. The driver of the 1982 Toyota Pickup 
truck, a 34-year-old Edmonton woman, lost control on some 
rough road, entered the ditch and rolled the vehicle. The 
passenger, Galen Allen Staats, 37, of Sundre was dead at the 
scene. The driver was treated and released at the scene with 
minor injuries.

More and more, individual 
communities are taking respon¬ 
sibility for their own. That is 
what has happened in Didsbury 
this year and according to the 
chair of the Didsbury Justice 
Committee, it is going well. 

"Hopefully the community 
will benefit because when we 
deal with the youth, we make 
them responsible for their ac¬ 
tions," says Cindy Gruber, chair 
of the committee. 

Over the course of the year, 
the group's mandate has 
changed slightly. Their former 
name was the Didsbury Youth 
Justice Committee, however, 
they now have the ability to 
deal with adult first time of¬ 
fenders of non-violent crimes. 

"We won't deal with them 
until we are comfortable with 
the kids." 

She says the group has not 
yet been dealing with that type 
of case, but plans to soon. In 
the meantime, they are taking 
direct responsibility for the 
youth of the jurisdiction.

Road repairs worked into budget

The major road projects that 
were worked into the $533,000 
capital works budget Eire: 

•Repaving of 24 Ave. 

•Upgrading of 18 St., south 
of 15 Ave. 

•Upgrading of 23 Ave., from 
16 St. to 14 St. 

•Paving of the Co-op Road. 

•Upgrading of the east and 
west ends of 12 Ave. 

•Reconstruction of portions 
of Westwood Drive and West 
Heights Crescent. 

•Reconstruction of sections 
of 17 Ave. west of 23 St. 

• Paving of 20 Ave. west of 23 


An expansion of the Dids¬ 
bury cemetery has also been 
prepared for in the budget. 

Some time ago, King had ex¬ 
pressed serious concerns about 
the levels of the reserves that 
the town had in place. In a 
comparative study with other 
towns the same approximate 
size, Didsbury had significantly 
lower levels. 

The council had instructed 
the administration to attempt 
to return those levels to what 
they felt was ssife. However last 
year was another year that the 
reserves had to be drawn on, 
instead of replenished. 

"Last year's extraordinary 
expenses in snow removal and 
water main repairs resulted in 
us having to draw from re¬ 
serves," says King. Also any 
other extraordinary revenue 
will help address needs that arise 
throughout the year. 

However this year there is 
$82,000 in the budget set a side 
to go directly into the reserves. 
They have also created a couple 
of new savings accounts for 
items like fire truck replace¬ 


ment, recycling maintenance, 
and have prepared for the immi¬ 
nent closure of the landfill and 
need to buy a new one or refur¬ 
bish the old one. 

A new item in this year's 
budget documents shows an ex¬ 
penditure of $14,500 for Park¬ 
land Regional Library Services. 
Psirkland has a new agreement 
with the town to provide library 
services, such as book lending, 
cataloguing and computers. 
King says, "Nothing else suf¬ 
fered to create that line.” She 
explains that some of the money 
will come funnelled through 
Mountain View County in the 
form of grants, and some is 
money that was already being 
spent on the librsiry. She says 
the net impact of the new line 
was only about $7,200. 

Overall, King says she is 
pleased with the budget this 
year because it is working to¬ 
wards equalizing Didsbury's mill 
rate with other area communi¬ 
ties. She adds that most other 
communities have said that the 
mill rates will either stay the 
SEime or increase. 


•Reconstruction of various 
sidewalks as the budget allows 
after the previous projects are 
complete. 

Another item that had to be 
worked into this year's budget 
was the construction of the rail¬ 
road crossing arms at 20 Ave. 
and 15 Ave., which town council 
was required to participate in. 

King said that the approxi¬ 
mate $50,000, "Wasn't a big hit 
in context of the total budget."

Homeowners urged to 
follow the farmers’ example 


Gardening and golf are im¬ 
portant recreational activi¬ 
ties for many Canadians. 
Today, gardening is the 
number one hobby of North 
Americans over the age of 
35. Canadians now play more 
golf per capita than any coun¬ 
try in the world. To achieve 
lush, green weed-free lawns, 
flower and vegetable gar¬ 
dens, and well-maintained 
golf courses normally re¬ 
quires the use of pest man¬ 
agement products. 

But homeowners can be¬ 
come negligent when it 
comes to the proper handling 
of these products. Paul 
Murphy, executive director 
at Growing Alberta, says 
many homeowners would be 


wise to follow the practices of 
farmers and professional lawn 
care applicators. 

Generally, home and gar¬ 
den pesticides contain the 
same compounds as 
agrichemicals but are more 
diluted and tailored to home 
and garden use. 

Tips farmers would suggest 
to their urban neighbours in¬ 
clude: 

-using pesticides and ferti¬ 
lizers only when needed 

-always read and follow la¬ 
bel instructions 

-wear protective clothing, 
leather gloves should never 
be used 

-store pesticides and ferti¬ 
lizers tightly sealed in their 
original containers and in a 


secure, well-ventilated area 

-keep children and pets out 
of the area while applying 
these products and until the 
area is dry which may be up 
to 24 hours after application. 

Murphy points out the live¬ 
stock industry in Alberta is 
growing. 

"With increased numbers 
comes greater use of livestock 
manure instead of chemical 
fertilizers. In addition to re¬ 
cycling, manure is an excel¬ 
lent source of nitrogen, phos¬ 
phorous and many trace min¬ 
erals.

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I would rather you not mention this to anyone of the 
Law and Order persuasion, but at this time of the year 
I should not be allowed on the road. I should have a 
'seasonal' driver's license, that does not allow me to 
drive in the springtime. A bed of perfect pink tulips can 
cause me to get a little too cozy with the curb, a 
forsythia in bloom distracts me more than is safe and 
when those Bridal Wreath Spirea by the courthouse are 
at their peak I really should just park the car by the 
side of the road and look at them for a while. Beauti¬ 
fully maintained yards attract my eye like a magnet, I 
love pristine gazebos, flowering shrubs, clumps of 
nodding daffodils, apple trees, juniper spreading over 
gravel. Even a row of healthy baby spruce delights me. 

At every Bluebird Box, and there are hundreds of 
them, I compulsively try to identify the resident. A 
flash of the most exquisite blue imaginable makes 
identification pretty simple, but swallows use the nest 
boxes a lot, as do chickadees and wrens. I want to know 
who lives where, at least in my own territory, and even 
though I only need a glimpse to sort swallow from 
bluebird, it's a wonder I don't spend more of my time 
being towed out of ditches. Canada Geese are becoming 
more common and there is a big guy who spends a lot 
of time by the roadside just north of here. There must 
be a nest in the marsh and while I slow down to avoid 
hitting him I am scanning the area for his nest site. The 
same marsh sometimes has yellow headed black birds 
so I always drive slowly there in the hope of seeing one. 
Years ago our daughter was badly cut by broken glass 
and as I was driving her to the hospital we went past 
the marsh. It was spring and the place was teeming 
with birds. The poor little kid looked up from the gauze 
pad she was squeezing to her bleeding hand and said, 
"maybe we should not stop here today Mom." 

If I am distracted by tulips and chickadees imagine 
where my mind goes when I see adorable baby animals? 
Coming home on Thursday afternoon I saw a foal 
running through green grass beside a brimming dug- 
out. The foal, the blue sky and fluffy white clouds were 
all reflected in the water. It was enough to bring tears 
to my eyes and I have enough trouble driving when I 
can see where I am going. There are a lot of foals this 
time of year and every one of them is beautiful beyond 
belief. How can I not look at them? Baby calves are 
pretty commonplace here in Cattle Country but they 
are are so cute and so variously colored and when they 
are gamboling in the sun they are irresistible. We have 
baby donkeys in our area and I defy anyone who has 
even a little heart to ignore them. There are also 
llamas, ostrich, moose and deer. A baby moose could 
only be beautiful to his mama but his very homeliness 
makes him lovable. Baby deer are so beautiful and 
delicate as to be almost other worldly. 

The robins are with us and lots of hawks. I hear 
woodpeckers in the woods east of the house and have 
seen hairy, downy and nuthatch on the feeder all 
winter so I know they are here. Once in a great while 
we see a pileated woodpecker and let us hope I am not 
driving in any amount of traffic when I see one again. 
They are breathtaking, big as a crow, mainly black 
with a red and white head, they look like a prehistoric 
bird. Like something the Flintstones would use as a 
door knocker. 

We hear owls in the woods too. They may well have 
owlets by this time because they begin to nest in 
February. Watching a baby owl learn to become 
acrodynamically adept is lots more fun than going to 
the movies. 

With any luck I will survive another spring without 
causing any major accidents and I really will try to 
keep my wits about me. But if you have a Himalayan 
Blue Poppy in your front yard or if you are harbouring 
some especially lovely baby animals or some really 
unusual birds and if you find a totally bemused woman 
parked on your lawn, try to be sympathetic.

A Provincial Accountability Framework governing the new Child and Family Services Authorities was released 
by Dr. Lyle Oberg, Minister for Family and Social Services. The broad framework - which includes legislation, 
governance, provincial standards, protocols, business planning guide, statutory agreements, a funding allocation 
model, and monitoring and evaluation process - provides a comprehensive picture of the community-based 
service system and how it will function. 

This framework will ensure Authorities function in an accountable manner and that quality services continue to be 
available and accessible to children and families. "While communities are being given more opportunities to plan 
and make decisions, ultimately, accountability for the entire system remains with the Minister. Government will 
continue to set province-wide policies and legislation, provide funding, and monitor and evaluate services to 
ensure that services are leading to positive results for children and families." 

An allocation model will be used to equitably allocate funds to Authorities and protocols will help establish 
processes to foster inter-regional cooperation and supports. The overall framework was developed through an 
ongoing consultation process with community stakeholders, service providers and staff. 

Each Authority will have the flexibility to design their own unique strategies to deliver services to local children 
and families. A province-wide set of standards will ensure that all children have access to high quality services, no 
matter where they live in Alberta. "These standards were developed in consultation with a cross-section of 
community members, association representatives and public and private professionals with expertise in delivering 
human services." 

The framework sets the direction for a dynamic partnership between Alberta communities and the provincial 
government. We will continue working together to develop creative solutions and improve current practices. The 
focus is on learning and making adjustments as the system evolves. 

Following the appointment of each Child and Family Services Authority, the board will develop a business plan 
based on the Regional Service Plan. Once plans are approved by the province, the Authority and the government 
will enter into an agreement for the transfer of service delivery responsibilities and resources, including staff. 
Under the new system, department staff will retain their status as provincial government employees, and report to 
the Authority. 

The reassignment of government staff will ensure continuity in the manner in which services are delivered to 
children and families, and enable the Authorities to build upon existing experience and expertise. 

We will continue supporting Authorities in their planning processes, and will transfer responsibilities for services 
only as the boards are ready to take them on. _

Drunk Driving 

It's Impaired Driving Awareness Week from May 9-18 across 
Canada. It's a problem that can be seen in every community across 
the country and is hazardous to anyone on the streets, whether 
they are driving or not. 

In the town of Didsbury, impaired driving is on the rise. 

In 1997, there were 18 impaired driving convictions, compared 
to 15 in 1996. 

In the rural area (Didsbury, Carstairs, Cremona...) there were 
36 charges in 1997 compared to 31 in 1996. 

Sergeant Ron Platz of the Didsbury RCMP says that these 
statistics are troubling. 

'We're not going down, we're increasing in impaired driving," 
Platz said. 

"In regards to drinking and driving, don't do it. Period. If you 
drink at all, don't drive." 

Platz said that there is talk of lowering the legal limit to 0.05 
blood alcohol level, instead of 0.08. 

Some drinking and driving statistics that might interest you 
are: 

-Every six hours someone in Canada is killed by an impaired 
driver. 

-Every 20 minutes in Canada someone is injured by an im¬ 
paired driver. 

-Every year, more than 45% of all traffic collisions in Canada 
involve alcohol. 

-More than 1,700 Canadians die each year, and thousands more 
are injured, as the result of an impaired-driving related crash. 

-Three quarters of those convicted of impaired driving today 
have been convicted of the same charge at least once before. 

-The typical Canadian facing charges in provincial criminal 
court is a male, aged 25 to 34, accused of impaired driving or 
common assault. 

-In Alberta in 1996, the majority of drinking drivers were males 
under the age of 25. 

-Impaired driving related tragedies are 100% preventable.

2 c. cooked chicken, thinly sliced 
1 c. water chestnuts, thinly sliced 
1 c. seedless green grapes 
1 c. honeydew melon balls 

1 c. cantaloupe balls 

2 Tbsp. soy sauce 


1 c. mayonnaise, light 
1/2 tsp. curry powder 
1 Tbsp. lemon juice 
1/4 tsp. salt 

Freshly ground pepper, to taste 


1. Combine chicken, water chestnuts, and grapes. 

2. Mix mayonnaise with curry powder, lemon juice, salt, pepper, and soy sauce in the 
blender.

The most noticeable change 
is the move from the Remax 
building on Main Street to the 
old Sandstone Building on the 
corner of Main Street and 20 
Ave.

The 1998 crop season is off to an early start in most areas 
of Alberta due to warm, dry weather over the last couple of 
weeks. Windy conditions have dried the topsoil, hastening seed 
progress. 

Provincially, 42% of the crop has been seeded, far ahead of 
the 10 year average of 5%. In fact, the seeding progress is about 
two weeks ahead on average in most areas of the province. 

Usually, the southern-most crop districts (CDs) have the 
most crop seeded. This year, this trend is not so clear. The top 
five CDs in terms of percentage of crop seeded are CD 1 
(Medicine Hat-Foremost) at 90%, CD 2 (Brooks-Lethbridge) at 
72%, CD 15B (South Peace) at 63%, and both CD 8 (Red Deer) 
and CD 11 (Edmonton) at 51%. Dryness in some areas of the 
province, particularly crop districts 4 (Hanna-Empress) and 7 
(Stettler-Wainwright), is causing some farmers to wait for 
rainfall before seeding. 

In terms of soil moisture, 6% of Alberta Pool reporting staff 
rated soil moisture as very good, 23% as good, 41% as fair, 25% 
as poor, and 5% as very poor. No excessive soil moisture was 
reported. Ample moisture can be found in crop district 15C (BC 
Peace) while all other crop districts would welcome moisture. 

Winter wheat and fall rye survival rates are 88 and 92%, 
respectively. The condition of this year’s winter wheat crop is 
rates as excellent by 6%, very good by 6%, good by 71%, fair by 
12%, and poor by 6% of Alberta Pool's reporting staff. The fall 
rye crop is rated as very good by 21%, good by 48% and fair by 
31% of respondents. 

Precipitation in the next week is needed to improve seed 
germination as well as provide moisture for plant growth. 
Timely rains will be required throughout the growing season 
as soil moisture reserves were depleted over the winter.

For most successful members 
of society recognition comes late 
in life. However, this is not so 
for Brian Coleman, Eaglesfield 
Percherons of Didsbury. Re¬ 
spected throughout the draft 
horse industry in North 
America, this young horseman 
has yet to realize his 30th birth¬ 
day. 

Raised on a district farm that 
employed work horses on a daily 
basis, Coleman's skill as a team¬ 
ster was evident early in life. 
While in school he had one goal. 
This he has achieved. Breaking, 
training, fitting and showing 
draft horses on a custom basis. 
His skill with a draft horse has 
brought him customers from 
across Canada and the United 
States. No man holds a set of 
lines with greater ease. This 
was evident at the Royal Mani¬ 
toba Winter Fair in April, when 
he captured the $25,000 Cana¬ 
dian Tire Championship with 
an Eight Horse Hitch of Mares 
owned by Black Hollow 
Percherons of Ault, Colorado. 

Unable to find farriers that 
could trim and shoe draft horses 
to his satisfaction, Coleman 
studied the work of veteran far¬ 
riers across Canada. An hon¬ 
ours graduate of Cremona 
School, who won the coveted 
Student's Union Award, he 
taught himself well. At Denver's 
National Western Stock Show 
in 1997, Coleman was the re¬ 
cipient of a considerable hon¬ 
our. He tacked shoes on the two 
Best Shod Six Horse Hitches 
turned out at this celebrated 
livestock show. This was no 
little accomplishment. Name 
farriers from across the United 
States and Canada shod the 
other hitches in competition.

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Alberta's 1997 agri-food exports 


Alberta's international exports 
of raw commodities and proc¬ 
essed agri-food products reached 
a record $5 billion in 1997, up 
marginally from $4.9 billion (re¬ 
vised) in 1996. From a national 
perspective, Alberta accounted 
for one-quarter of Canadian to¬ 
tal agri-food exports, valued at 
$20.7 billion. 

"The upward trend towards 
value adding exports continued 
in 1997,” says Barbara Pekalski, 
acting trade statistician with Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food and Ru¬ 
ral Development. 

"Exports of value-added proc¬ 
essed products rose 13.9% to 
$1.9 billion. At the same time, 
exports of raw farm products 
dropped 6.3% to $3.1 billion from 
$3.3 billion (revised) in 1996. 
This was the first decline dur¬ 
ing the last five years (1993 to 
1997). Although exports of raw 
commodities remain higher than 
value-added exports, the propor¬ 
tion of raw products continues to 
decline." 

In 1988, revenue from exports 
of raw farm products represented 
75% of Alberta's total agri-food 
exports, compared to 62% in 1997. 
During the same period, the pro¬ 
portion of value-added products 
increased from 25% to 38% in 
1997. 

Top 10 commodities, account¬ 
ing for 78% of the province's 1997 
total agri-food exports, were: 
-wheat ($1,379 million) 

-beef and veal ($691 million) 
-live cattle ($661 million) 
-canola seed ($444 million) 
-barley ($226 million) 

-pork ($177 million) 


-raw hides and skins ($161 
million) 

-oilseed cake and meal ($92 
million) 

-canola oil ($90 million) 

-barley malt ($87 million) 

"Wheat remains Alberta's 
largest export commodity ac¬ 
counting for 27% of total agri¬ 
food export revenue in 1997 
(down from 30% in 1996)," said 
Pekalski. 

"The quantity of exported 
wheat, at 6 million tonnes, rose 
15% over 1996. However, re¬ 
flecting lower grain prices in 
1997, export values of wheat 
declined by 7% to $1,379 mil¬ 
lion. Barley shipments fell 35% 
to $226 million from the 1996 
record value of $347 million. As 
well, quantity declined 25% to 
1.1 million tonnes." 

Canola seed exports rose in 
1997, both in value (19.2% to 
$443.7 million) and in quantity 
(17.1% to 1 million tonnes). In¬ 
creased shipments of canola 
seed to Japan contributed sub¬ 
stantially to this growth. 

Exports of live cattle were 
down in 1997 from 1995 and 
1996, mainly due to higher do¬ 
mestic slaughter and declined 
shipments to the United States. 
The number of live cattle shipped 
from Alberta to other countries 
fell 19% from the 1996 level to 
590,312 head and the value 
dropped 11% to $661 million. As 
well, the number of live hogs 
exported dropped 17.2% to 
364,893 head. 

"On the positive side, lower 
exports of live cattle and hogs 
were offset by increased exports 


of beef and pork," said Pekalski. 

"The value of beef exports 
rose significantly by 36.5% to 
$691 million and quantity was 
up 21% to 216,732 tonnes. Ex¬ 
ports of pork were up 17.6% in 
value and 16% in quantity. 

The primary destination of 
Alberta agri-food exports re¬ 
mains the United States at $2.4 
billion, about half of total inter¬ 
national exports in 1997. The 
next three largest markets were: 

-Japan ($714 million) 

-Iran ($201 million) 

-People's Republic of China 
($151 million) 

The top 10 markets repre¬ 
sented 83% of Alberta's value of 
agri-food exports in 1997, down 
from 85% in 1996. 

"Compared to 1996 export lev¬ 
els, the US market grew 5.6%. 
Among the top 10 markets, the 
greatest increase in exports were 
recorded for Algeria, at 91%, 
due to significant purchases of 
wheat," she said. 

"Also, exports to Iran rose by 
30% from 1996, because of higher 
wheat sales. These increases 
were offset by sharp declines in 
exports to Brazil (down 50%) 
and China (down 66%). Lower 
shipments of wheat to these two 
markets contributed to these 
declines. The major factor con¬ 
tributing to sharply lower wheat 
exports to China was the record 
domestic production of wheat in 
1996-97. China was a major 
buyer of Alberta wheat during 
the last five years. Exports to 
Japan (Alberta's second largest 
market) rose 3%, while exports 
to Mexico fell 6%."

Sophomore Stojan on a streak in barrel racing 


Two travelling partners are 
burning up the rodeo trail this 
season, challenging veterans 
like Debbie Guelly and Monica 
Wilson for top spot. Rookie Jodi 
Hollingworth and her 
sophomore travelling partner, 
Jacqueline Stojan, are first and 
fourth in the Canadian barrel 
racing standings, sandwiching 
two-time Canadian champ 
Guelly and veteran Wilson. 

Stojan was way behind her 
friend Hollingworth just two 
weeks ago, but has managed to 
catch up quite a bit in the last 
two weeks. She shared a victory 
with American Sharon Kobold 
at Red Deer, and then cel¬ 
ebrated a couple of wins last 
weekend at the Leduc Black 
Gold Rodeo and the Stavely In¬ 


door Rodeo. She added a third 
place at the Bonnyville Pro Ro¬ 
deo. 

"Last weekend after Red 
Deer, I was so excited about 
that," said the 19-year-old bar¬ 
rel racer, "and then this week¬ 
end was even better." 

Stojan and her horse, Larky, 
made quite an impact in her 
rookie season last year, as well. 
The Sexsmith, Alberta cowgirl 
came second in the rookie 
standings, and a heart-break¬ 
ing 11th place in the barrel rac¬ 
ing, just missing the Canadian 
Finals. 

"I had to make about $2,100 
on the last weekend and I ended 
up making $1,700," she said. 

But the two-time Lakeland 
Rodeo Association barrel rac¬ 


ing champ doesn’t plan on let¬ 
ting that happen again. 

"My main goal was to get close 
to making the finals before 
June 1 hopefully, and then the 
rest of the year is a lot more 
relaxing. It's so much pressure." 

Stojan and Larky have been 
a steady team for a little over a 
year, starting with her break¬ 
through second-place finish at 
the Ponoka Stampede last year. 
But actually, Larky has been a 
family favourite for years, al¬ 
most since Stojan started bar¬ 
rel racing at seven. 

"I started riding her at 
futurities," Stojan said, "then 
my mom rode for about three 
years, and my brother rode her." 

Now she's well on the road to 
her CFR goal, sitting comfort¬ 


ably in fourth with $6,308 won. 
Her two runs last weekend 
earned her almost $2,500 and 
pushed her two notches up the 
standings from sixth to fourth 
spot. 

"At Leduc, I kind of rocked 
my first barrel, and saw that it 
was staying up and just went 
for it, and Larky was running. 
She's finally starting to come 
around; she ran really hard for 
me and I was really happy. It 
was an even better run at 
Stavely." 

Winning the most money 
last weekend, though, was two- 
event cowboy, BJ Ziefile. The 1992 
CPRA Rookie of the Year won the 
steer wrestling at Stavely, came 
second in the adf roping at Leduc, 
and took sixth place in both of his 


events at Bonnyville. That added 
up to $3,023 in take-home pay and 
moved the three-time CFR quali¬ 
fier into the top 20 in the roping 
and bulldogging. He also became 
the first cowboy to qualify in the 
high point standings. 

Joining Stojan as a double win¬ 
ner over the weekend were Cana¬ 
dian bull riding champion Robert 
Bowers and bareback veteran 
Roger Lacasse. Bowers continued 
his string of amazing performance 
with wins at Leduc and Stavely, 
following up his previous week¬ 
end’s earnings of $3,000 with an¬ 
other $2,000. His scores were im¬ 
pressive, too: he and B & S Live¬ 
stock's Cattleman's Q91 teamed 
up for 91 points at Stavely, and he 
conquered Northcott Rodeo's 
Blowout for 87 points at Leduc.

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The Notebook provides an enchanting perspective

Big, wet, heavy tears are the 
biggest credit to The Notebook, a 
novel by Nicholas Sparks. 

This book is one of the most 
powerful and beautiful stories ever 
written. 

Not a cheesy romance where 
the chisel-chested man saves the 
demure woman from her own 
ghosts, but rather a story that truly 
anyone could appreciate, even the 
guys. Anyone who has ever been 
in love can relate to the story and 
maybe only wish that they had a 
love so powerful as the two charac¬ 
ters in this book. 

Noah Calhoun is a rural South¬ 
erner who's life has been nothing 
spectacular. He worked, he went 
to war during WWII, he spends 
his days renovating his home and 


canoeing down the river that flows 
through his back yard. 

Nothing spectacular in life, ex¬ 
cept a couple of months in his 
youth that can not be erased from 
his mind, no matter what or who 
comes into his life. 

It is also a story about a girl, 
Allie, who will follow all traditions 
of a upper class Southerner in the 
late 1940's. She will many for sta¬ 
tus and not love, she will raise 
children and hold lunch parties 
for the neighborhood ladies, she 
will live a long and predictably 
steady life. Or, will she? 

The Notebook is a reasonably 
short novel, that could help wile 
away a summer afternoon, and 
bring a person's emotions right to 
the surface of their skin. 

Such a poignant and touching 


story it is sure to leave puddles of 
tears for the last quarter of its 
pages. 

It is about love, not just any 
love, but a love so strong that even 
the most cruel of life's twists can 
only slightly chip at a passion that 
two people share. 

It is not a romance story in the 
sense of the Harlequin Romance 
Novels, but rather a deep story of 
true love without gratuity. 

But it is not only the story itself 
that is magical, it is the way in 
which it is written, simply, just 
like the love that Noah and Allie 
share. 

There is a subtle trick in the 
book that was compelling and that 
one may only notice after some 
thought, and that is the presence 
of time.

Battle of the bugs 


Of all the summer biters, 
mosquitoes and black flies are 
the undisputed champions of 
Canadian skies. In peak sea¬ 
son, they have a knack for 
making the simplest of out¬ 
door tasks an impossibility. No 
amount of information will 
make them go away all to¬ 
gether, but boning up on your 
insect know-how will give you 
an edge in the age old battle of 
man versus bug. 

Mosquitoes...summer's lead¬ 
ing outdoor menace 

-Mosquitoes keen sense of 
'smell' or sensory ability en¬ 
able them to detect a blood 
meal from up to six metres 
away. 

-Mosquitoes are attracted to 
their 'prey' mainly by heat, 
moisture, odour and carbon 
dioxide. Smoke and wind are 
the mosquito's natural enemy. 

-The blood-lust of the female 
mosquito is closely connected 
with her egg production. She 
lays up to 200 eggs after each 
complete blood feed. This proc¬ 
ess can complete itself as fre¬ 
quently as every three days. 

-Mosquito mythology says 
that mosquitoes die after they 
bite. Actually, they can bite up 
to six times over their lifetime. 

-Only female mosquitoes bite 
and feed on blood. Male mouth- 
parts are not fitted for piercing 
skin, so they feed on nectar 
and other sweet substances. 

-When choosing repellents 
consumer should always check

-Canadians travelling to the 
US should be aware of encepha¬ 
litis, a rare mosquito trans¬ 
mitted disease (often called the 
'sleeping sickness'). Symptoms 
range from inflammation of the 
brain to paralysis. Tourists 
should take precautions when 
heading to states (Florida, 
Texas, California, Ohio and 
Wisconsin) with a history of 
this disease. Bring a repellent 
that has a registered PCP 
number. 

-May and June are gener¬ 
ally the peak mosquito months. 
In a bad season they can ex¬ 
tend right through the fall. 

Blackflies...quiet yet fero¬ 
cious 

Small cuts are the hallmark 
of blackflies because they don't 


really bite. Their saw-like teeth 
scratch the skin surface and 
they soak-up blood from the 
wound. 

-Blackflies can discriminate 
between colours. As a rule, 
dark colours are more attrac¬ 
tive to them. Dull surfaces are 
generally more attractive than 
glossy and reflectant surfaces. 

-Home owners and campers 
can do little to reduce blackfly 
populations - the best defence 
strategies include personal re¬ 
pellents which provide a safe 
haven from black flies for up to 
three hours. 

-Blackflies lay eggs in cool, 
fast running streams, but 
avoiding the rapids is no guar¬ 
antee you'll escape the wrath 
of the blackfly. They are known 
to fly up to 170 km from their 
original nesting areas. 

-Selection of repellents 
hinges on location and level of 
anticipated bug activity.
